of slavery at every step, the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments to the Consti- 
tution, and Southern reconstruction over eveiv 
foot of the ground as now established; but, 
as the old pro-slavery and Siate sovereignty 
party of the country, there was to the demo- 
crats at least the merit of consistency in all 
these tAauiers. But there is not even this 
excuse for the opposition of the party to this 
annexation of St. Domingo. 


The democratic party of the present day 


claims to be the party of Jackson and of Jef- 
ferson, and to this day it plumes itself upon 
Its great measures of annexation and "mani- 
fest destiny." The organs and orators ef the 
party still delight in harping npon the demo- 
cratic parchaso from the first Napoleon, in 
1803, by Jefferson, for fifteen millions 
of 


money, Of the great and invaluable Territory 
of Louisiana; and of the purchase from Spain, 
in 1819, by Monroe, 9! the beautiful panlnsula 
of Florida, although those £essnresT>9lonjf to 
the old republican party, which was disbanded, 
dissolved and dispersed la the Presidential 
scrub race of 1S24. Tne democratic party was 
organized under Jackson in 1828, and In the 
causa of annexation it has not stopped at 
trifles. Beginning with Texas In 1844, it did 
not hesitate at this annexation, though warned 
from Mexic* that the seizure of certain terri- 
tories stfll claimed by that republic would re- 
sult in war. The annexation, nevertheless, was 
pushed through, and in spite of the warnings 
of Calhoun that the consequences would be 
disastrous, the war followed, till at last, with 
General Scott's occupation of the city of Mexi- 
co, there was a treaty of peace involving more 
annexations. 
That treaty gave us not only 


Texas, to the Rio Grande, but a vast region 
besides, embracing the extensive Territory of 
Xaw Mexico, part of Colorado and part of 
Arizona, as now constituted, and the whole of 
Utah, and of the State of Nevada, and the im- 
perial State of 
California. 
Subsequently 


there was another democratic treaty of an- 
nexation with Santa Anna, known ss the 
Gadsden treaty, whereby a largo addition of 
desert territory for ten millions of dollars was 
added to Arizona. 


These democratic annexations cover one- 


ihird of the whole present area of the United 
States, excluding Alaska.

ferent from that which might not have been 
told yesterday or the day before. We hear of 
fighting in the vicinity of Havre with re- 
sults not favorable to the French, Gene- 
ral Faidherbe In the north is still qniet, 
resting, a Bordeaux despatch would call 
it; bat a common sense view to take of it 
would be that ho is only by his delay afford- 
ing time for the Germans to organize saffl- 
ciently strong to overpower his army when 
next the contending forces meet in battle. 
Bonrbalii, iu the east, is making some head- 
war. He is pushing eastw?rd with much 
activity, and if he has the force under him 
with which he is Credited ho is capable of 
-doing much injury and of causing considerable 
alarm at the German ieadauarters.

Though the day had gone against them, 
though defeated, they had fallen back, and 
though on the snowy plain between the hills 
where the battle of the 10th was fought, 
thousands of their companions of the morning 
lay dying and daad that night, the spirit 
which had so long animated the Army of the 
Loire still remained, and the morning of 
the llth saw Chanzy's army again prepared« 
to receive or give battle to the forces of the 
Bed Prince, Tae French commander rallied 
his broken columns, took up his positions and 
by ten o'clock in the morning was ready for 
the conflict. The French army had not long 
to wait the Prussian advance. The first demon- 
stration was made on Janrequeberry's corps, 
which was stationed on the right bank of the 
river Huisne. The Prussians, moving under the 
cover sf artillery, admirably located, made 
the attack. The French, on the defensive, 
behaved with much pluck and daring. On 
pressed the Prussians, amid terrific slaughter, 
and won the position for which they paid so 
dearly. 
This was the first advantage of 


the day. 
Cheered by this success the 


Prince sought 
further 
advantages; 
but 


Chanzy, anticipating his movements, posted 
his artillery so advantageously that this time 
at least lie checkmated his opponent. Some 
time about noon a position held by the French 
was dsemed so important by the Germans th*t 
it was resolved to storm and capture it at the 
point 
of the bayonet. 
On dashed the 


Germans across the field towards the coveted 
po=ition. Calmly the French awaited the 
atlAcJc. The forces nisi, straggled, 
and

again the bloody conflict was 
renewed, 


and again and again the valor of

French prevailed. 
Three distinct charges 


were made by the Germans and three 
times were they compelled to fall oack. But 
the day was gained, nevertheless, and the 
night of tae llth, as that of ths imh, closed in 
over a victorious battle field for the Germans.

The special telegram letter from Bordeaux, 


France, which appears in onr columns to-day, 
reached London yesterday, and was trans- 
mitted to New York by special cable report. 
The communication is quite important in its 
character, contents and tendency. 
In it we 


have a reiteration of the attestation uf France 
in her allegiance to the cause of radical 
democracy. 


It will be seen from the narrative of our 


correspondent that the Prince de Joinvilto 
and Due de Chartres arrived in France a 
few days since from England. Orleanism thus 
made one of its periodical, spasmodic efforts to 
recall the mind of the French nation to the 
past, to require of the people to recollect the 
religious unction of the dynasty, and to revo- 
lutionize the current of thought away back in 
its remembrances from the great present fact 
that the people have been "the stronger." 


The Duo de Chartres travels under the as- 


sumed name of Jissot, and thus miintains an 
incognita which is generally accepted and re- 
spected even when seen through by the citi- 
zens.

THSSRARiS TO THE SEW 


LONDON, Jan. 15, 1871. 


Era HKW TORE DEBALD correspondent, writing

AN EVESTrUL DAT. 


Thla Jiaa been one of the most eventful days in tho 


Blstory of France during the present war, and it is 
probable that one of the most eventlul battles fought 
Since tne 'truggle began closed at nightfall of this 
iflay, 


TAKING DP POSITIONS. 


After the defeat of yesterday (January 10) Geaeral 


'Chanzy, displaying much energy, rallied his broken 
eolunms, aad, having received reinforcements, fie- 
farmlnnn to strlte another Wow to retrieve his for- 
•tunes, fcnowins that the whole hope of France cen- 
,tred upou tho ability of liis army to breat t&rongh 
ihe strong opposition of tha Red Prince and advance 


TO tho relief of Paris. After a night of unceasing labor 
ana anxiety daylight found the French forces pre- 
pared tor the conflict. Their army consisted of three 
corps, the Sixteenth, Seventeenth and Twenty- 
first, respectively, under ihe command of Admiral 
Jourequlberry and Generals Colomb and Jouffroy. 
,1'Ueso corps averaged 50,030 men each, mating an 
^effective force of 150,000 men, the whole under the 
"supreme control of General Cnauzy. 
By ten 


o'clocK In the morning Jourqutbsrry's corps had 
tasan up a position on the right bank of the river 
Huisus, General Colomo's on the plateau of Au- 
Toura, and G6neralJJo'iffroj's on the right, covering 
the vasage of Brette. 


OPENING OF THE BATTLE. 


Tha Prussians advanced along three roads ana 


ara said to havetlieen under the command of Prince 
Frederick Charles himself. They were apparently 
100,000 strong. Soon after ten o'cloclc sharp firing 
was opened by th» Prussians from well-located bat- 
teries on the leit of the French. It was replied to 
•with spirit. 


STOKMIKG OP JOITRE<JUIBEKinrTS POSIf KM. 


Very sooa a large 'force of German Infantry, 


flanked by cavalry, advanced under cover of a 
heavy artillery fire, striking the right of Admiral

Two or three severe assaults wero made by the 


Germans to secure further advantazes, the object 
bclnf to take the position held by the French at T>a 
Illlere.

The Suspected Murderer n. Gnest of ITticans. 


[From the TTtlca Observer, Jan. 12.] ~ 


HE IS HONOBABLT ACQUITTED. 
The daring express robbery aad attempt to murder 
the messenger Halplaa, at Albany, last Friday aight, 
continues to excite csaslderable interest. So clue 
to the perpetrator of the deed has yet been found. 


On Tuesday morning Constable Gifford, or Syra- 
cuse, brought to Albany a gentleman named Artnur 
X. Breed, an insurance agent, doing business at 
Fulton, Oswego county. If. Y-, whom he had arrested 
in Syracuse, the previous day, on suspicion of being 
the robber and attempted murderer. Gifford had a 
civil process against Breed, which was promply paid 
on presentation. Inpartng the constable and'on other 
occasions Breed displayed considerable money aad 
a revolver, which, he did not see flt to account for 
to the constable. On being confronted with tha 
person ivho sold the revolver to the supposed mur- 
derer on the night of the murder, he was most em- 
phatically declared not to be tho purchaser. Breed 
expressed an entire willingness to remain In cas- 
rosy, and evinced considerabla anxiety to meet the 
man whose assassination he was charged, with at- 
tempting. On Tuesday afternoon with the detectives 
bs visited the hospital where Halpine is lying in a 
dangerous condition, but the physicians refused to 
allow the patient to be disturbed. On Tuesdav even- 
ing a despatch was received ia Albany stating that 
Breed, was In Xew York Friday night, and he was 
immediately discharged on his own recognizance to 
appear yesterday morning. On appearing yesterday 
morning he wag honorably discharged, and passed 
through this city yesterday afternoon oa his way 
home. The Albany papers sa> SreaJ is quite the 
opposite In personal appearance of the man wno 
committed the terrible assault and cannot conjecture 
wny he was arrested, except on aocouai of his hav- 
ing a large sum of money with him.

Older and wiser heads, bearing in mind previous 
miscalculations of a similar kind in their earlier ex- 
lerience, placed the period of relief much later, and, 
with a foreknowledge of what was to be expected, 
governed themselves accordingly. Tho former class 
urnlBhed the failures of last week, who were all 
short;" the latter reaped the profits.

The wholesale dry goods merchants expe- 
rienced this fact in a stead? demand from their cus- 
tomers, not for heavy or important lots, it 13 true, 
but for an amount BuCflctent In the aggregate 
to be called good. The exporters were favoreS 
by freer orders from Europe and a reduction 
ia freights, which led to 
the shipment of 


heavy consignments of cotton, wheat aad provisloaa. 
The question of peace or war in Europe, vhile just 
as far from settlement as earlier to tae whiter, en- 
ters into the matter of exports In a carious way. 
The war so far has drained the produce markets of 
Europe, aad hence we Had aa active inquiry for our 
breadstuffs. On the other haau, the approaching 
.London Conference seems to stimulate the cotton 
manufacturing interest In Eofftand, and cotton !s m 
better demand. Thus the two markets which usea 
to fluctuate in opposite directions — the one going 
down as the otter weat ap, ana vfce isrsa — are now 
working together in harmonious Etiength.

The stringency ia money Incidental to the ciose of 


ths year when accounts ,xre closed, books s=U!ed 
and dividends prepared has given place to an 
easier state of tho marker, and, during ths week, 
while six to sevca per cent were the prevailing 
rates oa ca!l soma balances were left .with the gov- 
ernment dealers at as low as five per cent. On 
Satuulay there was more activity, and six ner 
ceat was tie lowesE rate, bat the laterruoSoa to 
the declining teudsncy of rates was attributed to 
the specaiative manipulation of operators at the 
Stock: Exchange desirous of buying stocks at lower 
price;. Last moart suclx a stratagem had the as- 
sistance of the natural activity arising from causes 
above eautserateji; trar it remains to be seen whe- 
ther foe attempt. If p ersisted ia, can succeed la face 
of the continued flow of moaey to the city at this 
season. One of the best signs of the times Is the 
better inquiry for cos-mercial paper, which is quite 
readily taken at '% a 3 par cent for prime names. 


THE BASE STATEiTEST. 


The weekly statement of the associated banks is 


ccaia favorable, but while thg items of specie and 
lesal tenders show a further large increase — over 
$4,000,000 — the gain in surplus reserve Is only 
51,8-33,000, for tha reason taat the immense deposits 
of the week, amouating to over $11,000,000, have 
been composed in great, part of national bank notes, 
which swell the liabilities bus add nothing to ths re- 
serve. stni the addition is enough to give the banks 
large caoacitv for expanding their accoramotlatloa 
to borrowers, aad we find, accordingly, a liberal in- 
crease in tue item of loans. The amount now lield 
by tlie Danks la excess of the reserve required by 
law is $18,202.0-21. The statement coatrasts with its 
predecessor as follows : —
